Two sons of Coke have 
tried the fruits of so much labor, and have 
found it wanting, as will be seen by our re- 
port of last night's proceediii;;s of the City 
Council. Tliu Committee of Ways and 
Means being very iloubtful as to what sources 
of revenue tliey on Id reckon iijion under the 
charter, subinilted a number of {|ue5iioii3 as 
lo tho powers of tho Corporation for the 
opinion of two of the most eminent counsel 
in tho colony. The latter, aficr maturely 
cousidering tho matter, returned such an- 
swers as must lor nil practical purposes 
render tho Act a dead leiler. It cannot be 
expected that tho Council arof^niny lo act in 
the face of all the defects whicli are apparent 
in Ihe only authority by which they have 
any.i'igbt at all to exist. Tlieir only coarse, 
therefore, is to follow the advice of their 
legal advisers, and obtain Ihe assistance of 
tho Legislature to havo the imperfections of 
the Aot remedied without delay. 



Mail Communication with Cariboo. 

We have not tlio least doubt but that Gov- 
ernor Douglas will not fail to iir:lude in any 
despatches he may send to tuo Home Govcrn- 
I ment relating to tho condiiiou of British C«- 
lumbia, tbb fact of tho cstablisliiDcnt thisycur 
of a mail system for the Upper Country. 
Whatever may in arjy way tend to proye liim 
u faithful steward Will be sure to' meet the 
eyes of those who have placed him iu the im- 
portant position he occupies. Honor to whom 
honor is due, is a very good uiaxini, and we 
have no wish to detract one iota from any 
credit to which any man is justly entitled. 
But at the same lime, it is highly uocessary 
that n» one should bo allowed to deck himself 
out in borrowed plumes — lo make capital and 
interest out of what is only woithy of con- 
demnation. Last year men up at the mines 
felt it to be fpiito a hardship to be coiiipclled 
to pay very heavy prices to cxjiressmeu for the 
conveyance of letters to tboir friends in Vic- 
toria and elsewhere.' They consoled' them- 
selves, however, that the evil was lo be oidy 
a temporary one ; that the d'oveimiient would 
take the matter in hand and place things on a 
better looting. No one doubted Ihc ability o- 
the Executive to apply the remedy if tho in 
clinaiiou were not wanting. Every one was 
aware of tbo very lare^ roycnho dcriycd by the 



Gbveriiment froin tlie mineral Tcsourcos ol 
British Columbia, and considered that it wag 
only an act of siiiii)le justice that tlic (.Jovern- 
meut should alFord sonic advantages in return 
lo the men who had risked so much — who had 
shut themselves out from the civili/.ed world 
and were developing the riches of the coun- 
, ,try .in.,8pito of so many hardships. 

Government promised wliat was required, 
but we don't find that any great liurry to have 
matters expedited showed itself in its movi!- 
ments. Xotwithstaudiug tlio fact that men 
left here in April for the mines, ami were up 
in Cariboo from the end of that month Ibrtli, 
yet we do not find that any mails were sent up 
the river, before tbc lirst of July— and this al- 
though the Government had all last year, nay, 
the last two years to iiiakc the ncccs-;ary 
preparations. After so much time had been 
consumed in deliberation and taking measures 
to introduce a postal system into the interior 
of the country, one would naturally imagine 
that there would be nothinj,' left to comi)laiii 
of ; that when wc did get it, it woidd be worth 
having, and would make up for past delicicii- 
cies ; but if all wc hear ol the new system be 
true, things are now no heller than they were 
before the ealablishnient of the mail. If any- 
thing they are worse. When we had no mail, 
vi'e relied entirely upon the express, and knew 
what we had to expect and what wc could do. 
Now we have a mail system, but if wc imagine 
it is like anything in aiy civilized country, we 
shall be deceived. 'I'uking the following from 
the lirilish Columbian to lie a Hiatement uf 
tho facts, vhat do wo find ? ''ff a letter is 
mailed here (New Weslminjtcr) for Cariboo, 
one dollar is demanded, and prepayment com- 
pulsory. Vimn the arrival of that letter at 
Antler, one dollar and a half is demaaded, 
thus making the cost of sending a single letter 
through Iler .Majesty's mail bags Ironi New 
Westminster to Auilcr, lw<i ami a luUf dotlars. 
But more ; a charge of seventy-live cents per 
copy is also made upon newspapers at that 
place, although the senders were assured by 
the head of tho dffpartmcnt lhat they were 
free ! Tho mail conveyance loaves Autler on 
the return trip three hoiir.s after its arrival 
there, and all mail matter not called for during 
those three hours is bundled back to what is 
Btyied the " head office ot Williams Lake." 
;ItfwiU .be reooUooted.'tbat ,Willinms Lake is 
about' 100 miles from' Antler— a nice little 
walk to tho post oflico. Wlien one learns 
that a letter may be sent lo Qiicsnello City 
by express for SI, and into tho mines tor 
$2, or, at most, $2 50 deli\ered, and thai 
trips are made ofienor aiul more ra])idly, if 
anything, than the mail, one perceives that 
the peoplo of those Colonies tiavo not .2;iit 
such n good thing after all in the British 
Columbian postal systoin. Wo must say 
that, taking the table of rates of postage pub- 
lished by tho Postmaster Gonerul for British 
Columbia and tho facts above'alloged, sup- 
posing them to be true, wo canriol see any- 
thing elso in the whole thing than a trap for 
ftakingtpaoplo's money. If i|,o l'o,^tnlilstcr 
■General announces that letters will bo for- 



free — for so we read il— is not the good faith 
of the Govornmont pledged to its being faith- 
fully carried out, and is not a breach of tho 
published terms a monstrous fraud upon all 
those who are induced to make use of tho 
system. 

Tho matter must be sifted to the bottom. 
People have had ample causo for want ot 
cunhdenco in any promises made by tho 
Government uf tliHso Colonies without hav- 
ing another of ho glaring a character as the 
ono abovo alleged by our ^Veslmin6ter co- 
tcniporary. 

Another .ipeelmen of the pretty way in 
which postal atf'airs are conducted by BritiKh 
Columbian ulliciuls lies in Ihe impossibility 
of prepaying letters, etc., from Victoria to 
Cariboo. Our post ollico authorities tell us 
thai they have no iujlruotions to take any 
more than local postage ; lhat no arrange- 
ments have been made for prepaying Ihe 
letters here ; lhat they cannot guarantee lhat 
newspapers will go beyond Lillooot. Thus 
throwing the wholo of the carriage of loiters 
and newspapers into tho hands of the ex- 
pressman. This is only another of the ab- 
surdities conneclei! with the separation of 
the Colonies wliicli nvery possible interest 
declares ought to bu united. As things are 
now we have ono Governor luliiig both un- 
der two different systems, and tho consc- 
(pience is lhat' both suffer from misgovern- 
ment.

2. It if questionable whether there is any power 
to borrow money '.^iven to the .Mayor and Cuuncil, 
and in any case the po-.ver is so limited by condi- 
tions that'iio prudent cu])italist will make a loan to 
them. The 23d section of the Act gives a power to 
the Council to bind one-third or lest of Uie Muni- 
cipal BeTenue; but as no source of such Revenue, 
either in lands, franchises or taxes, or frym for- 
feitures or pen.iltlcs, has been ginntcJ to ihe Cor- 
poration, there exists at present no source of reve- 
nue belonjjing to the Corporation. It is suHicient. 
therefore, to say that the security arising from this 
"power to bind woulil not he (in the words of tho 
second (jupstiou) lirst cla5;.'i." 

;i. The 12Ui parag-,ipli of tho 22d section of tho 
Act atl'ords an answer to the ihiril question, — the 
only power to tux is at the requisition of 7-lOths of 
the lot-holders of any particular street for its im- 
provement tneiehj. 

■1. In the event (put by tho .Oiiirth section) of 
the Corporation succeeding in borrowing money: 
As the,AotO)erely says.that the Council may bind, 
undeHo'ertaih'condltlohs, B portion of the .Munici- 
pal Kevenuo without authorizing any particular 
security to be givci', it is diiBcult to say what th« 
form of security should be, and it is very ques- 
tionable whether the ('ouneil have any power to 
issue nci!Oiiahle liund.s. 

5. In reply to the lifth question, the course for 
the Mayor and (.'ouneil lo pursue is to obtain tin 
assistance of the Legislature lo remedy the defects 
of the Act of Incorporation.

The Execution of Taepin;; PrlBonera— 
Forooioua Cruelties. 

The following account of the brutalities 
coininitted on the Taepings by Ihe Iinpntialisis, 
is Iroiii the pen of an J'Inglishinaii wlio was 
lircsent, in eonipany with both I'jiglish and 
French ollicer.s and .iolilier.s at llie e.xeciitiou, 
hy di.seniboweliuciit, of Tnejiing prisoners : 

•'1 went with the crowil to see the e.xecu- 
tioii of the Tueping prisoners that bad been 
given np lor execution into tlw hands of the 
tiKindarins by Iho I'Ingli.sh and French authori- 
ties ; or, wliat is the siinie tiling, they took no 
measures to prevent the rullilcsa butchery of 
those llicy lent their aid to capture — when, 
horror of liorrors, how am I to describe the 
dreadful scuue, or will it over leave my meiii- 
ory 7 ' Amongst' »tbo80i wretches were young 
and old of' both 'sexbs; and of all ages and si/.c!, 
from the infant recently born to the man of 
eighty, tottcrlHff on bis statf ; IVoin the cncienic 
woinuti to the ysung maiden from 10 to 18. 
The latter were pushed out by the guards 
ainoiig the crowd of riilUans ni-,<etiiblcd, uiiil 
were taken into sheds and by-places and dc- 
bauohcd.'and, tigain dragged back by the hair 
of tho' lioiid to the GhincsC guards, tu await 
tlioir turn for e.xecutioa. .Sutiic of them hud 
laiutud, uiii! were piilleil along llie ground to 
llic exeeiitioticrs, who threw Ihetii on liieir 
backs, lore oil their clothes, uud ripped them 
hsni the lower part of tho abdunien to their 
breasts, which were cut olf unti dashed with a 



cspertuess, that tlic iijlcstines were seldom in- 
jured. After a little time in this state of ex- 
cessive torture, the o.xecntioner thrust his haud 
into the chest and tore out the recking heart. 
Ills viclim looking him in the face all the 
while. A young female, apparently aootit eight 
motilhs jiregnant, who never uttered a groan 
or sigh at all the previous cruelties slic had en- 
dured from the sunouiidiiig mob, had her infant 
cut out of her wninh, ami held up in her sijht by 
eiie ol its little liaiid.s, bleeding and tpiivcring. 
when at the .sight she gave one heart-tend- 
ing piercing screech Ihiit would have awak- 
ened pity in a tiger, and after it had been 
ia that state. daiihed on her breast, she, with 
a Inst superliiwnan eflort, released her arms 
from llioso holding her down, and clasped 
her infant to her bleeding heart and died, 
holding it thero with such force thai thoy 
could not boseparatedj'and were thus thrown 
togmlior oti'the pile of other carcases. An- 
other young > woman among the prisoners 
awaiting her turn to be disembowelled, with 
a fine boy of ten months old crowing ond 
jumping in her arms, had him Aii.\tehed sud- 
denly away from her and Hung to Iho e.xecu- 
lioiicr, who plunged tho ruthless kuifu into 
his tender breast before his mother's eyes, 
liifatita but recently born were torn frtmi 
their inoiliers' breasts anil disembowelled 
before their faces.,. Young strong mon were 
dis'embo'wulled, mutilated, and the parts cut 
ofl' thrust into their own mouths or Hung 
among the admiring and laughing crowd of 
Chinamen. But no inoro ; I can write no 
n)0re of theso .■■cenes; I can now only regrol 
forever that I looked on Ihe dreadful sight. 

I have 
been in many buttles during the last twenty 
years, and in tho thickest ot the fight in modt 
of them, where a raga and thirst lor carnage 
is dreadful to relied on afterwards, hut iiotli- 
ing hcretofoiu that 1 have seen or hoard of, 
or even lead of, cniild ba compared to the 
dreadful cruelly of this disembowelling exe- 
cution. May Uod forgive England for the 
patt slie is^takiag: in"; this war/.aiid.may the 
sin of tho enormities she has assisted in per- 
pelriting on the defenceless women niij in- 
nocent and helpless children, bo reiuoveil 
from her iloor I and after the treatment Kng- 
listi women and children met with from the 
hands of the blacks in the Sepoy mutiny, it 
is truly wonderful that Hngliahinen should 
join in or ouunlonance similar atrocities 
here. Ft is now nacertained for a certainly 

tliiU B ilnd his companions, after having 

been toilured in every way that Chinese in- 
genuity und cruelly could devisj, were after- 
wards niiililated and then disembowelled by 
the Imperiulhsta ; nnd for that ruaaun the 
Cliiiioso authorities would not produce their 
dead bodies. Poor F— -—, who camo with 
me to see the execution, fell down in a faint- 
ing fit, and was in that slate ouFri^iaway, 
and is now- a raving maniac from the sSeotl 
the dreadful sight had on him." 

Catbolica and Episcopallana Disputing 
for tbe Dead Body of Sir Allan Mac- 
Nab 

[I"'rom the Toronto (Caiisda) Globe uf 12, li Aug.] 
Reports have been current that, during 
the last inomoiits of the life of Sir All. ii 
. MaeNiib, one of his ralf tives took a<lvnn- 
tago of his iii.'onsihility to what was trans- 
piring around liim, to perform upon his 
iilmosi lifeless form what are called the riles 
of tbeUoiiiisli Chuicli. Sir Alan having been 
a cuiiHtani attendant tipou the Church of 
Knglaiul, and a member of that ootnmniiion, 
the tale was bolievad but by few per.?ons. 
It was not thought that either his relatives 
or tho clergy of the Church of Rome would 
hfivu ventured, in so conspieuous a case, to 
practice what can ouly ba du'seribod as a 
farce, so far as the dead were concerned, 
and as a tripV% tefofe^^^^to the Proteslaut 
relatives. ''Ruinor nowever has done no in- 
justice to the parties chiefly inlerestod in the 
malter, and Ihero no longer remains any 
doubt a5 to the main facts of the case. Mrs, 
David JlacNab, the wife of Sir Allan's de- 
ceased brother, and also, if we mistake not, 
a «ister uf his late wife, has fur many, years 
been a member of Sir Allan's family,' and 
has taken the principle charge of his house- 
hold. 

This lady i.s a strict Catliolic, and in htr 
zeal for her church, seems to have overstepped 
the bounds of prudence and good feelins. 
From the statement made by Rev. .Mr. (Jedde?-, 
Angli(?aii clergyinnii of Christ's Church, to his 
congregation lust .Sunday, we learn that Sir 
Allan had becu a nictiiber of his congregation 
lor about tweiily-sevcii years, that he look the 
eomn.unioii in \m church a low wteka ago, 
that he was present in his place the Sunday 
but one before his illness, aad that on Thurs- 
day lust he received consolation in spiritual 
matters from .Mr. Ceddes. After that time 
the Anglican clergyniaii was denied access lo 
his bedside, and was informed on calling at 
Diindurii, that "Sir Allan had become a good 
Catholic, and been icceived into tbe bosom of 
the Romish Church." \Vc believe thai there 
is ample.crideiice in.tlie hands of tbe friends 
of the deceased, to show that at tho time when 
the rilcH of tho Uotiiish (."iiurch, baptism, con- 
lirniiitioii, nnd extreme luiotioii, wore admiuis- 
tcfed to him, he was insensible to what was 
pa.ssing around him, Mr. Burton, the well- 
known counsel of Hamilton, called on the 
Thursday afteiuoon for the purpose of makiag 
some alterutious in tliB will of the dying man, 
but was cumpellcJ to forego the cHort by his 
incapacity lo iiiid(!r.«tund wlint was toing on 
nruuiid him. Under such circumstaticee, the 
administration of any religious rite requiriag, 
to rauke it complete, tbo activo volition of 
persona receiving it, must be considered a mere 
mockery. 

In 80 far as the surviving relatives ef Sir 
Allan MttcNub were concerned, witli the ex- 
ception of the lady whom we have nienlioiicd 
and her brother, and also in regaril to the 
numerous friends und companions of the de- 
ceased, the conversion ot the, dying Protestant 
while In an insensible state, into un adherent 
of the Church ol Koine, can only be regarded 
as an ontiago of the gros.sest kind. Tlioy had 
worsliipped with tlie deceased in n I'rolestaiit 
Chureli, lliey had every reason to believe he 
died a Protcslant. and llioy naturally expccled 
and desired that they should pay tbe last tri- 
bute to his remains in a Protestant ohiirch, 
and hear repeated over his tomb the Eolemn 
words which ho had reverenced in his litetime, 
l!y the trick of a .single relative, aided by the 
clergy ol the Catholic CJIiurcli, these expecta- 
lions were Irustraled. 'I'hu deceased, having 
been Hiado a Catholic, while in a stale of iu- 
sensibility, IXva, MncNab resolved that he 
Bliould be buried by Catholic priests and have 
Catholic rites pcrfoiined oyer his grave. Tho 
question bocaiuo a legal oiie. 'J'he will was 
opened lo discover wko had the right to de- 
cide. It wus found that T. C. Street and Mrs. 
MacXab were joint exccnlors. .Mr. Street 
declined lu net, and Mrs. .MacNab bccuiiie 
iiiistre?s ol llie sil nation. The sislcrs and 
other friends of the deceased were eoiiipellcd 
lo stand aside and sec tlicir relative and friend 
carried lieyond their reach. The rrsnit was, 
that many ol' his Iriends declined to I'olluvv the 
remains to thb grave. The geiiciul jniblic de- 
clined ulso to participate in the ceremonies, 
and but a fc^ individuals paid the last tribute 
of respect to their deceased friend. Surely the 
fanatical zeal of the Catholic clergy never jno- 



very soon discover that proselytizing the dead 
will do much to injure their cause oiiiong I'ro- 
tcstants, and will lead even their most tcrvilo 
followers to consider whether n church which 
sanctions such apts is worthy tho respect ol in- 
telligent men. ^
